The manager of the Scheibler cotton 
mills and the foreman and engineer of 
another factory were murdered last 
night, and the engineers of those and 
other establishments this morning, fear- 
ing assassination, refused to return to 
their work. Consequently four of the 
largest cotton mills shut down early to- 
jday. They were the Scheibler, Kunitzer, 
| Poznanski, and Groham mills, which col- 
lectively employ about 25,000 men, but 
double that number were indirectly af- 
fected. 

Several street encounters occurred dur- 
|ing the morning. 
| the bitterness between the conflicting ele- 
|ments became more acute, encounters 
were more frequent, and a number on 
| both sides were killed or wounded. 

Up to 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon six 
persons had been killed and twelve 
wounded.

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THE WINTER ACADEMY. 


Painters Who Surpass Their Records, 
Equal Them, or Fall Short. 


Winter exhibition thoigh it be, and 
therefore by inference of less importance 
than the real and regular annual show of 
the Academy of Design, which comes 
along in early Spring, the present collec- 
tion of paintings and sculptures in the 
galleries on West Fifty-seventh Street is 
a far better one than the Academies of 
recent vears. Its standard of craftsman- 
ship is higher, notwithstanding several 
notable instances where artists of mark 
are represented by pictures below their 
own highest level. 

The assumption that an artist shall al- 
ways equal if not surpass his high-water 
mark is one of those fallacies that pass 
with the crowd, but never affect those 
who know. It is an assumption dear to 
the heart of dealers in the pyrotechnics of 
criticism, for it makes an occasion for 
lively attacks which are the easiest way 
out of a difficult matter. 

Mr. William M. Chase, for example, has 
often painted a better portrait than that 
of Mrs. Martin Joost, one with more 
charm of color, vivacity of brushwork, 
distinction of general treatment; but the 
picture stands out among the likenesses 
here in spite of a certain smoothness of 
handling that is foreign to this clever 
craftsman in paint and pastel. It is the 
South Gallery. Mr. Luis Mora, in 
same room, offers an inferior canvas 
when he shows “The Pirate and the 
Prisoner."” Why inferior? Because his

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GOMPERS’S CIRCULAR 
AROUSES LABOR MEN 


He Asked Union Presidents to 
Keep It Secret. 


C. F. U. WILL HEAR IT TO-DAY 


It Told the A. F. of L. How to Conduct 
Its Fight on the Central 
Body. 


A secret circular has been sent by Pres- 
{Ident Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor to the Presidents of the uhions 
affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor, giving them instructions in re- 
gard to the final vote to be taken by the 
representatives of their locals at the 
meeting of the Central Federated Union 
to-day on the question of obeying the 
Federation's ultimatum. The circular has 
caused more or less indignation among 
labor men. It advises those to whom it 
has been sent to refrain from saying any- 
thing about receiving it in giving instruc- 
tions to their locals, and to be sure to 
send representatives to the meeting of the 
Central Federated Union to-day. 

The question to be voted on is whether 
the Central body’ will obey the orders of 
the Minneapolis convention of the Amer-

Union, the 
Protective Union, and one or two other 
organizations affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, on pain of hav- 
jing its charter revoked and a new Central 
Labor Union formed.

| you communicate with the local unions in the 
City of New York, that they may understand 
how imperative it is that they not only have 
| their delegates in attendance at the meeting of 
Dec. 30, but that very urgent advice be given 
by you to them in order that the duty may be 
properly and promptly performed 

Of course, you will understand the inadvisa- 
bility of any reference to this letter being made 
in the communications which you may address 
j to. the local unions of your city. 

‘I may add, as you will know, that it Is the 
purpose of your local union tn New York City, 
your international union, as well as the 
ican Federation of Labor itself, to render any 
assistance we possibly can to protect the work- 
men who may be engaged in a dispute, to aid 
them in any way within our power, but the in- 
ternational unions cannot have their members 
in New York City or elsewhere subject to be 
ordered on strike unless the authority is given 
by the international unions. 


A general circular has also been issued 
to the local unions in reply to the con- 
tention of the Actors’ National Protec- 
tive Union that the trades union principle 
made it incumbent on the unions of stage 
hands and musicians to order strikes in 
the Metropolitan Opera House in aid of 
the old chorus, The whole question, it 
says, is not sympathy with the Actor’

James Bryce is by nativity an Irishman. He is 
now 68 years old, for he was born May 10, 1888, in 
Belfast. His father was the Rev. James Bryce, a 
clergyman of the Established Church, who came 
from Glasgow, and his mother was Margaret, 
daughter of James Young, Esq., of Abbeyville, County 
Antrim. Scotch-Irish, therefore, is a term which will 
fairly represent his racial endowment. His educa- 
tion has been Scotch, English, and German. He at- 
tended the High School at Glasgow and the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, and then passed to Trinity College, 
Oxford. He was a scholar of that college and a prize 
man, and got his B. A. in 1862, when also he was 
elected Fellow of Oriel. 

He received the degree of D. C. L. from Oxford in 
1870. Meantime he had studied at Heidelberg and 
acquired a fine command of the German language, 
which later stood him in good stead. He became ® 
barrister of Lincoln’s Inn in 1867, and was, nominal- 
ly at least, a practicing member of the bar till 1882. 
He was made Regius Professor of Civil Law at Ox- 
ford, however, in 1870, and only resigned that honor 
in 1893, though he entered politics (as a pronounced 
Liberal) as early as 1879, and was elected to Parlia- 
ment in 1880 from a London constituency in a part 
of the town known as Tower Hamlets—a commercial 
quarter, where the population is largely made up of 
Germans and German Jews. Mr. Bryce, thanks to his 
Heidelberg experience, was able to address the elect- 
ors in fluent German. 

His reputation as a scholar and man of letters had 
been made long before. ‘“‘ The Holy Roman Empire,” 
an expansion of an Arnold prize essay written at 
Oxford, had been published in 1862, and his “ Trans- 
caucasia and Ararat,” a narrative of his travels in 
those regions—he is a famous mountain climber and 
has been President of the Alpine Club—appeared in 
1877. “The American Commonwealth,” the book to 
which, naturally enough, he owes the greater part of 
his reputation in America, was, however, not pub- 
lished till 1888, while his “Impressions of Souta 
Africa,” a volume which might perhaps (in another 
condition of the British mind) have prevented the 
Boer war, was not published till 1897. His “‘ Studies 
in History and Jurisprudence” and ‘Studies in 
Contemporary Biography ”’ belong to the first three 
years of the present youthful century. 

We have seen James Bryce duly made Member of 
Parliament for Tower Hamlets in 1880. He early 
attracted attention in the Commons. From the be- 
ginning members have been in the habit of coming in 
to listen up.”

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City’s Health Endangered by Sewage 

Deposits Accumulating in the Bay 

---Limit of Nature’s Purifying 
Powers Reached. 


EW YORK can no more allow its 
. harbor to fill with pollution than 
leave its pavements uncleaned or 
its garbage uncollected, yet the 
city has spent millions for a mod- 
ern sanitary street patrol and left 
the waters of the bay to purify themselves. Con- 
fident in the cleaning process of the tide the 
city has even gone so far as to dump its street 
refuse into the bay in addition to the contents of 
a thousand sewers. To-day, although a halt has 
been called at the city dumps, the sewage accu- 
mulation of years is beginning to show itself in 
the harbor, not in a film of scum on the surface, 
but in banks of thick, poisonous sludge along the 
river and harbor bottom, or floating in half-sub- 
merged cakes like derelicts in the path of 
traffic. 

The sludge is a collection of sewage that has 
never been washed to sea—extra heavy deposits 
checked at the Hook by the flood tide and then 
carried back and forth through the Narrows and 
up the bay until the weight of accumulation has 
sunk it upon some shoal or shifting bar. The 
theory of experts, that the limit of the bay’s di- 
gestive qualities has not yet been reached, is dis- 
proved by this discovery, which points unmis- 
takably to the existence of a menace. 

How large and how numerous are these de- 
posits of filth remains to be discovered, also the 
capacity of the bay to digest sewage; and some 
scheme whereby the millions of. gallons now 
being discharged into our harbor can be carried 
out to sea with the greatest safety to health and 
least possible nuisance to the public. These 
problems and many others are now before the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Commission, which has 
gone about its inquiry with such expedition and 
so quietly that the public is hardly aware of the 
importance of the undertaking. Each week sees 
the launch of the commission out on the bay, its 
crew under the direction of experts taking sam- 
ples of river and harbor water, searching for 
sludge deposits, making surveys, and studying 
the movement of the tides. Fair days and foul 
make little difference. There is a large district 
to cover and time is short. When the launch 
comes in at night the samples aboard are taken 
to the commission’s laboratory in the Aquarium 
Building, where they are analyzed and the re- 
sults recorded. 

To these men who are making the subject of 
water supply and sewage disposal their life’s 
work the pollution of the bay is more offensive 
than to the average citizen who is pressed with 
other cares and responsibilities, but the Jersey, 
Staten Island, and Long Island commuters who 
cross and recross the river and harbor daily need 
only look to see evidence floating before their 
eyes and which is bound to become offensive to 
their nostrils. The scum on the surface of the 
water in docks and ferry slips is already a nuis- 
ance on the warm days of Summer. In mid- 
stream on the outgoing tide may be encountered 
stretches of sewage waste. There isn’t a sewer 
outlet on the harbor which does not give off 
reeking odors to all in the immediate vicinity. 
The quantity of sewage discharged into the 
water in the neighborhood of New York has 
been found to be about 455,000,000 gallons 
every twenty-four hotirs, and the amount of 
drainage due to rainfall is about 243,000,000 
gallons, making a total of 698,000,000 gallons of 
drainage waste which the rivers and harbors re- 
ceive daily. All of it should eventually go out to 
sea, but under present conditions the harbor is 
not properly flushed except during freshets in 
the Hudson, with the result that great quanti- 
ties of loose sewage is smeared over the bay and 


left on the shores between long intervals of 


~~. 


heavy rains. 

These facts are important in considering what 
would happen if a very large amount of sewage 
was to be discharged at a single point, say, for 
instance, near Robbins Reef, where the Passaic 
Valley Sewage Commission of New Jersey pro- 


poses to put its big trunk sewer outlet and empty 


345,850,000 gallons per day from a district ex- 
tending back of Paterson, or if the Bronx Valley 
Commission, which is building a sewer to drain 
the country north of Mount Vernon as far as 
White Plains, should throw 150,000,000 gallons 
daily into the Hudson at a point immediately 
south of Yonkers. The danger would be that that 
mass of pollution would not commingle promptly 
with the water surrounding it, but would be 
swept back and forth with the tide, dropping in 
reeking masses on the shores of Long Island and 
Staten Island, creep up the Hudson, or rise to 
the surface and form dn unpleasant discolored 
area, as now happens in the harbor of Boston, 
and was illustrated in a much more exaggerated 
condition at Havana at the time of the American 
occupation. 

At Deer Island, in Boston Harbor, the dis- 
charge of 38,300,000 gallons of sewage per day 
causes the water about the outlet of the sewer to 
be discolored over an area of 350 acres. At Moon 
[sland the discharge of 22,000,000 gallons of 
sewage in about three-quarters of an hour dis- 
colors about 750 acres, about two-thirds of this 
area being offensive to the sight and smell. If 
the above conditions are no fair sample of what 
could happen in New York Bay the sewage from 
the Passaic Valley and the Bronx Valley sewers 
would discolor and render offensive six or seven 
square miles of the most traveled part of our 
harbor. Boston spent $14,000,000 in getting its 
sewage as far out to sea as it does. New York’s 
problem is of easier solution. 

The Metropolitan Sewerage Commission’s in- 
vestigations already show that the plans of the 
Passaic and the Bronx Valley sewers must be 
greatly altered before they can be pushed to a 
finish. Fortunately for the harbor New Jersey’s 
big sewer is held up by a disagreement in the 
State Legislature over the apportionment of the 
cost of laying it, and its completion is not so 
immediate. The Bronx Valley sewer, on the

other hand, is a problem of the present. Elabo- 
rate in conception and design it is to tunnel the 
hill on the west bank of the Hudson and cost a 
sum total of $14,000,000. Its plans are finished 
and its commission ready to begin the work of 
construction as soon as the State authorities 
approve of the drawings before them. The Met- 
ropolitan Sewerage Commission is opposed to it; 
so is the Merchants’ Association, which, though a 
committee of prominent citizens, is lending every 
assistance to aid the commission in arriving at 
some general scheme by which the problem not 
only of the Bronx, or Jersey, but of Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, Queens, and Richmond as well can 
all be solved together. 

Two general lines of relief are presented for 
consideration, first, improved sewage disposal 
for each local district or municipality within or 
near its own bounds; second, a comprehensive 
scheme for ocean disposal of the crude sewage 
of the entire metropolitan district lying in both 
New York and New Jersey. Experts who have 
studied the situation closely and are working 
upon it to-day are divided in their choice as to 
which is the better plan. Either would require 
works on a large scale. In the one case it would 
be necessary to install and operate individual 
plants of sewage disposal for each district which 
would discharge the purified elements into the 
waterways; in the other all the crude sewage of 
the entire metropolitan district would be collect- 
ed at several centres and then conducted by the 
aid of pumps and outlets to sea at a sufficient 
distance to insure against its return at flood tide 
to an extent that would injure the waters of the 
harbor. 

[t is for the present Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission to say after its investigation which 
of the two plans should be followed. Its recom- 
mendations are quite sure to be carried into 
effect by the appointment of a joint and perma- 
nent commission created by the States of New 
York and New Jersey and ratified by Congress. 
In the meantime commercial bodies are urging 
all public-spirited men interested in a systematic 
and businesslike solution of the whole problem 
to insist upon a reconstruction of the plans of 
both the Jersey trunk line sewer and the big 
Bronx Valley sewer so as to be in harmony with 
the general plan and not diametrically opposed 
to lt. 
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Scientists in Debate 
Over Nebraska Skulls 


} INCE the account given in last Sunday's 

Times of the discovery of the bones of 

primitive men in Nebraska last Sep- 

tember, a number of articles have ap- 

peared in various newspapers and 

magazines giving evidence of a wide- 

spread interest in the subject and indicating the 

commencement of an important controversy among 

the scientists as to the age of the human race on the 

American Continent. All the specialists who have 

examined the Nebraska skulls thus far agree that 

they belong to a race antedating by many centuries 

the race that was found here by the early discover- 

ers. From ten to twenty thousand years is the age 

claimed for these skulls, which places the latter at a 

period thirty or forty thousand years after the Nean- 

derthal man of Europe. This estimate establishes 

the fact that America was peopled by an extremely 

primitive race, although the origin of the latter, and 

the interesting problem as to where human life first 

made its appearance still awaits further data for 
anything like a satisfactory solution. 

On this subject it is interesting to recall a state- 
ment made some months ago in Tup Sunpay TimEs 
by Prof. Franz Boas of Columbia University and the 
Museum of Natural History. Prof. Boas is at the 
head of the Jesup North Pacific expedition, which 
rganized for the purpose of conducting investi- 
gations which would settle the conflicting theories 
regarding primitive man in America. The results of 
the field work of this expedition are still in course of 
publication, and it was in connection with this work 
that Prof. Boas advanced an opinion in THe Times 
which certainly gathers weight from the discoveries 
just made in Nebraska, as well as a new interest 
from the efforts now on foot to rediscover the Pithe- 
canthropos erectus in Java.

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Petrosini has fought the lawless element in the 
Italian population of New York for many years.

numbers of desperate Italians. 

Although he has a squad of able Detective Ser- 
geants under him, all of whom are Italian or of Ital- 
fan descent, the constant increase in Italian immi- 
gration has kept up the yearly measure of Black 
Hand crimes. Petrosini and his men seldom know 
what it is to get eight hours of sleep in twenty-four. 
Their work is almost entirely separate from that of 
the regular detective force. They. have a little office 
to themselves on the second floor of a building on 
Elm Street, a hundred yards or so from Headquar- 
ters. There they keep the records of the Black 
Hand Society as they add to its history with each 
blackmailing or murder case they run down. Here 
also is a gallery of the pictures of the Italian des- 
peradoes, and a large collection of stilettos and 
other weapons. 

“Look at this,” said Petrosini, picking up an or- 
dinary pencil sharpener of American make, “ The 
blade is small, and it could not be classed as a 
weapon, and yet we take them from many of the 
Italians we arrest in Black Hand cases. Can you 
imagine what such a thing is used for? Well, the 
Black Hand agent of the amateur sort will hold 
up an ignorant Italian, and unless he gives up his 
money he is cut in the face with this sharpener. 


The blood trickling down his face frightens him, 
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rather unequal combat. A similar inferiority 
marked the iguanodont, who was in shape some- 
thing like the tyrant lizard, in size ranging from 
a man to a large camel, and who had a duck’s bill 
for a mouth, with which he grubbed along the 
muddy river banks in.search of food. As the 
iguanodont was without armor and without 
canine teeth, speed, for which his two long legs 
were well adapted, must have been his one means 
of escape from the furious onset of the tyrant. 
Besides these two creatures it is difficult to 
tell the exact appearance of the contemporaries 
with whom the tyrdnnosaurus was wont to wage 
war in his effort to maintain an adequate larder.

Montana forests, which in those days were of a 
semi-tropical luxuriance, filled with such trees as 
the oak, sequoia, sassafras, and palm. In the 
streams and marshes there were birds armed 
with teeth and resembling somewhat distantly 


the ostrich of to-day. Then there were the small, 


and primitive forms of the mammalian race, a 
race which had its beginnings in the age prior to 
the reptiles, but which was not destined to reach 
its ascendency until the great giants of the latter 
type had passed away. The average mammal of 
the dinosaur epoch was not unlike the opossum 
of to-day, only much smaller. But it would have 
needed an untold number of such small fry to 
satisfy the insatiable appetite of such a monster 
as the tyrant lizard, and it is thus not difficult 
to imagine the latter’s complete extinction sim- 
ply as the result of an insufficiency in the food 
supply of those days to appease the cravings of 
his enormous hunger. 
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The tyrant lizard left no descendants. An 
evolutionist would classify him as a leafless, 
flowerless branch on the tree of animal life. In- 
deed, some scientists would say that the whole 
race of dinosaurs, dominating the earth for a 
period embracing millions of years, vanished 
without leaving a trace of itself in the subsequent 
age of mammals. The majority of scientists, 
however, maintain that the ostrich and the 
crocodile are existing relatives of this race. Even 
in the tyrannosaurus the clawed, three-toed feet 
bear a striking resemblance to the extremities of 
an ostrich, and upon this and other. structural 
peculiarities characterizing the dinosaurs the 
theory has been developed that all reptiles and 
birds sprang from a common ancestor. 

Although the western part of this continent 
appears to have heen their headquarters, the 
dinosaurs were not confined to North America. 
Traces of them have been found in all of the 
great land divisions of both hemispheres, and 
even in far-off New Zealand. But of tha tyran- 
nosaurus, the greatest of flesh-eating animals, 
the only known specimen is the one discovered 
in Montana by Prof. Henry F. Osborn, and now 
mounted and placed on exhibition for the first 
time in the Natural History Museum. 
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and then the display of a longer knife will gen- 
erally make him empty his pockets and, moreover, 
promise more money to his assailant.” 

The stiletto used by the Black Hand operators 
is not the mediaeval weapon pictured in Italian 
stories. It is a clasp knife, measured within a 
fraction of the length allowed by law. But the 
casing of the knife is thin and narrow. Where the 
hilt would be in a stiletto, the case of the knife 
slopes so gently to the blade that both case and 
blade may be driven into the man attacked. There 
are scores of these weapons in the desks on the 
second floor of the Italian Detective Headquarter 
on Elm Street. To avoid the law against carry- 
ing concealed weapons, and also to avoid suspicion 
in case of arrest, one Italian of the Black Hand 
Society carried a pair of scissors ten inches long. 
The blades of this ordinarily peaceful utensil were 
s0 made that they came together so neatly and with 
such a gentle slope that a bodkin could not have 
made a deadiier and neater wound. 

“There is only one thing that can bring about 
the end of the Black Hand,” said Petrosini, “and 
that is enlightenment. The Italians who keep Little 
Italy in fear and trembling are generally from Sicily 
and Southern Italy. They are transplanted rustic 
brigands. Their work is surprisingly crude. No 
new York highwayman would think of holding up a 
man in the streets of New York and cutting his face 
with a pencil sharpener to frighten him into turning 
over his money. Nor would a New York crook dare 
to threaten to dynamite the place of business of 
a man if he did not appear at a certain time with 
a certain amount of money. The crimes committed 
here among the Italians are the same that are com- 
mitted by country brigands in Italy and Sicily, 
apd the victims are the ignorant people. It is 
a tustic brigandage existing in the streets of one of 
the greatest ar most civilized cities of the world.” 

“ How will it work out, this problem of rustic bri- 
gandage, among the new citizens who come from 
your fatherland?” he was asked. 

“If a vigilance committee is not formed in the 
Italian colonies of New York,” he replied, ‘‘and if 
the wealthy Italians do not make a move to en- 
lighten the ignorant newcomers and train them to a 
realization that American laws are for their pro- 
tection, the problem will work itself out. There 
will be some day, perhaps, a revolt against these 
crimes, and a Black Hand member will be found 
dangling from a lamp post on Mott Street, or some 
of them will be cut-t6 pieces in the streets.” 

Petrosini, a natural student of sociology, has 
been interested for years in the development of the 
Italian as an American. He has lost heart at times, 
as the Black Hand outrages have grown in number, 
but he believes to-day tRat the Itallan-American 
is material for a thrifty stock.

The French Cook’s 
Methods Unveiled 


By OLIVE LOGAN. 


MONG the classic myths which the rays 
of twentieth century enlightenment are 
dispersing is that which crowns thé 
French cook with powers extra-sub- 
lunary in respect to the concoction of 
savory dishes with which to renew the 

tissues of hungry humanity. The mechanical 

formation of cooks by tuition from childhood in 
the primary schools of Paris, by methods available 
to students from any part of the world, gives the 
deathblow to the old belief that “‘ cooks, like poeta, 
are born, not made.” Voltaire perpetuated the delu- 
sion when he wrote, “Oh, but a cook is a being 
divine!” No attributes of divinity, or even of ‘une 
usual ability, are required of pupils in the Paris 
schools; but by the assiduous-imparting of instruc- 
tion and by the intelligent absorption of such instruc- 
tion the development of a superiar cook is a foregone 

conclusion. * 

Teaching the culinary art is a well-established 
feature of the curriculum of American schools, but 
there are several little points in the French method 
which seem to have been overlooked here, and which 
perhaps give color to the old assertion that “ they 
manage these things better in France.” Every mer- 
chant is familiar with the old axiom that “ good 
buying is good selling,” and even when not buying 
to sell, judicious purchasing is of prime importance, 
and nowhere eatables, 
Recognizing this fact the Paris cookery pupils stat 
from the grqgund plan of the structure. Their in- 
struction is not ethical, vaporous, transcendental; ft 
deals with hard facts, the principal of these being 
that they must go out into the streets and buy food 
with the discriminathhg eye of the mother of a fame 
ily with a very slender purse. They come in contact 
with all sorts of vendors, not excepting those terrible 
marketwomen, the Dames de la Halle, of whom even 
Napoleon Bonaparte stood in mortal fear. Bullets, 
cannons, bayonets, swords had no terrors for him,-for 
he had braved them with unparalleled coolness on @ 
hundred fields of battle; but when it came to holding 
his own against the “jaw” of a “ Madame Angot”” 
he lowered his colors and humbly capitulated. 

To form the sharp, shrewd French housewives of 
to-morrow Parisian teachers take the impressionable 
children of to-day. On arriving at school each morne 
ing the girls are ranged in groups of ten, one-half put 
at cooking, one-half at washing and ironing. 

Twelve cents a day for each meal per person ig 
A bill of fare is composed, which must be 
varied, substantial, and agreeable. Each repast ine 
cludes thirteen persons, ten pupils, two teachers, ang 
one superior instructress, and for the food of these 
thirteen for the one meal there is only the sum in 
hand of $1.56. A sample dinner comprised cabbage 
soup, omelette with croutons, Mont Blanc dessert. It 
is not merely to please the palate that desserts ar@ 
allowed; it is because the making of these dainties 
is considered a valuable knowledge, for by theis 
cheapness even the poorest homes can indulge in 
them, at The money spent of 
them gives pleasure to mothers and children, and {s 
certainly better employed than when squandered fm 
saloons by the husband. 

The bill of fare settled on, the five student cookd 
go out marketing under supervision of their teachers, 
by whose advice they learn to choose provisions, te 
know prices, to verify weights, &c. As the purchases 
are made the pupil acting as accountant enters thé 
sums spent in her notebook. To inculcate the habit 
of financial order is deemed of the highest impor~ 
tance, and the careful entering of every penny is an 
excellent means of learning to regulate the little in- 
come. Returning to the school the pupils set abou€ 
preparing the food and learning how to make the 
dishes called for. Others lay the table with a due re« 
gard to cleanliness and daintiness. 

When all are seated the great special work of the 
superior instructress comes in, and this is an idea 
which is thoroughly French. She teaches the art, not 
only of table manners, but of tabie conversation; 
how to make it light, gay, and entertaining. The chat 
suitable for a dinner company is a peculiar blending 
of airy nothings, and is almost more noticeable for 
what it avoids than for what it states. Controverslar 
topics are distinctly “‘ taboo’: so is any remark with 
a “sting” in it; neither politics nor religion noPF 
superiority in nations are ever to be spoken of; venoe 
mous gossip of the kind immortalized by Sheridan in 
“The School for Scandal” is so objectionable that 
those once indulging in it at a respectable dinner 
table are never likely to get a chance to do so a sece- 
ond time. Art, music, literature furnish an illimitable 
field for converse; and tégether with animated refer- 
ence to the delightful open-air sports of the day, in 
which both sexes participate with equal zest, there 
can surely be no dearth of pleasant topics for the 
festal board. But think of imparting so subtle a 
thing as this to children in their school aprons! 
That’s an idea that js truly in accordance with 
French esprit. \ 

The oft-quoted Napoleon Bonaparte aforesaid, 
when asked what France most needed, answered 
*‘mothers.” The late Horace Greeley’s idea of the 
fundamental requirement of the United States was 
“women who can cook a beefsteak.” At Greeley's 
period of our Nationa] life French cookery seemed 
almost occult. 
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Very prominent authors of that time did not dis- 
dain to write about cookery, always deploring the 
badness of the American and the English methods 
and exalting the French. 

That fluent journalist, George Augustus Sala, free 
quently described his leaving his London lodgings, 
with the frowsy slavery, the pilfering landlady, the 
smoky fire, the rusty bacon, and the abhorrent cofe 
fee, to arrive in Paris at the dinner hour to find the 
smiling Marie or Marguerite awaiting him in his ttle 
apartment. This home cook, housekeeper, and man- 
ager is a well-known Parisian type. Neat as if she 
had just stepped from a bandbox is this delightful 
person, the ubiquitous bonne A tout faire of Paris, 
her snowy cap with its rows of fluted ruffling fitting 
well down over her ears, covering all her hair except 
the smooth bands across her forehead; her large 
clean apron, her plain stuff dress, and her noiseleas, 
heelless shoes of black lasting. 

The repast'she serves is steaming hot and succti« 
lent to a degree which defies description even by am 
epicure. There is the national] stand-by, the pot-au- 
feu, the soup that is at once broth and meat; there 
may be peas, beans, or lentils, rarely potatoes, with 
a slice of jellied veal or half a chicken, and always 
thie well-mixed salad, whatever the season. Then fol- 
lows one of the innumerable and excellent French 
cheeses, and after that—oh, Ambrosia!—a demi-tasse 
of the fragrant café noir. Breakfasts are equally sat~ 
isfactory; and when the “ addition,” to use the lo¢al 
term for “bill,” is presented at the end of the week 
one is pleased to see that it is very reasonable; far 
cheaper, says Sala, than the ill-cooked provender 
provided by your London lodging-house keeper. 

The propagation in the United States of a numer 
ous race of Maries and Marguerites is “a consume 
mation devoutly to be wished.” But can it be done? 
It can. “ Learning overcomes everything.” This 
axiom has been proved in every branch of study, 
Barring laundry, which is more and more frequently 
relegated to outside establishments, the work of our 
flats is by no means laborious. The smal! size of the 
rooms, the freedom from front door and staircase 
cleaning, the aid of innumerable modern contriv- 
ances, render the day's duties comparatively light; 
and the only question which is really vital concerning 
the new girl is, Can she cook? 

She can if she has been taught, and the day will 
come when proof of her instruction and her pro- 
ficiency will be required of her in the production of

What is this sense of location which has been de- 
veloped? It is not due to a study of landmarks, for 
there are none except the station which occasion- 
ally flashes past the view. It is rather the same in- 
stinct which enables the ground mole to find its way 
under the ground, and without light or landmarks 
burrow from one root to another and never lose a 
sense of position. It keeps at a uniform level be- 
neath the surface, and does not commit the error of 
burrowing: up and down at different levels. Undoubt- 
edly a sense of smell and a feel of the land guides 
the underground burrower. Likewise vibration of 
the ground and similar signs warn it of danger. 

We are at foundation animals, with animal pas- 
sfons and instincts. A- higher intellect has enabled 
us to surround ourselves with protecting devices so 
that we do not require the acyteness of primal in- 
stincts and sharpness of physical senses to save us 
from our enemies. But when we are cast back upon 
our own resources, we find nature very adaptable. 
We quickly learn to do things we never thought 
possible before. Our dormant senses are quickened 
and they spring quickly to our rescue. 

“*T thought when I first rode in the Subway,” con- 
fessed a physician of keen observation, ‘“ that I could 
never endure the agony daily. I knew I would be- 
come permanently deaf and also weak eyed. The 
noise and rattle confused the ear and mind, and the 
flashing by of half-visible objects strained the eyes. 
But I am free to confess now that I was all wrong. 
I drew conclusions too hastily. My ears have become 
accustomed to the noises, and, if you will believe it, 
I think I can hear a little better than before. I had 
slight defect in my hearing before, but now that is 
corrected.

It is possible that 
with a continuous existence in the Subway I might 
grow deaf, but for a short time each day it acts like 
a tonic to the ears. It is much Hke a sharp exercise 
to the muscles of the arms and body. I am anxious 
to know the final results on the ears of the motor- 
men and trainmen who are in the Subway for long 
stretches at a time. So far I havé not been able to 
locate any defective hearing due to this new sort of 
Hfe underground.” 

As to the eyesight, there may be a difference of 
opinion, but it is the confession of numerous suffer- 
ers from weak eyes that riding in the semi-darkness 
of the Subway tends to rest and strengthen their 
eye’ This does not hold true, however, when one 
spends the time reading poor print of the papers. 
The effect on the eyes may be best noticed on a 
bright, sunny day. On emerging from the tube a 
blinding sensation of pain is the first experience, and 
then after a few minutes the eyes get accustomed 
to the light. Upon going down again there is at first 
a sensation of relief, followed by a period of com- 
fort when one is hardly conscious of possessing eyes, 

“Do not the flashing by of objects in the tunnel 
cause weakness of the eyes?”’ an oculist was asked. 

‘No, on the contrary, if the riding is not pro- 
longed too much it should tend to strengthen them,” 
was the reply. ‘If you stare out of the window con- 
tinually there may be an overstrain, but otherwise 
the eyes will experience an exhilaration from the ex- 
ercise. We read too much in this age, and that 
causes trouble with the eyes. We were given eyes 
to use and not to abuse. Using them in any legiti- 
mate way is not going to hurt them. The average 
New Yorker takes too narrow a view of his sur- 
roundings. He fails to look up and down the street 
or then glance heavenward occasionally, and as a 
result he has keen eyes for near-by objects, but is 
very poorly equipped for distant views. The man 
who follows the line of the Subway, and uses his 
eyes, is better off than another who spends all of 
his time staring at a paper or book. The motormen 
of the Subway have apparently no more trouble with 
their eyes than those who ride on the elevated.” 

But there is one peculiar change due to tunnelitis, 
which may be noficed on the streets and in public 
places. The voice is pitched higher than usual. We 
are rapidly becoming louder in our conversation, 
and the voice is pitched unnecessarily high. “This is 
due to the effort to carry on conversation under the 
noisy conditions prevailing in the Subway.

vestigation in England, have discovered that 
radium will retard the growth of typhoid fever 
germs, but just how this mysterious agent should 
be employed in the successful treatment of dis- 
ease has yet to be demonstrated. Inasmuch as it 
has the power above described of accelerating 
and retarding and preventing the physiological 
development of plants, its influence on disease 
germs will easily be understood. In the treat- 
ment of cancer the results obtained have been 
anything but satisfactory. In some cases it

The freight carried aggregated 765,891,385 
tons in 1894, 1,101,680,238 tons in 1900, ‘endl 
1,309,899,165 tons in 1904. The enormous total 
of the freight tonnage for the year last men- 
tioned represents an increase of 5,504,842 tons 
over that of 1903. 

The figures are qualified somewhat by the 
general report just made by the commission. 
It shows an increase of 4,196 miles of single 
track railway, of 1,614 locomotives, = 44, 310 
cars in the general cquipment,and of 117,832,740 
tons in the freight tonnage for the a pase 
June 30 last. 

The question naturally arises: How does this 
increase compare with the growth of manu- 
factures, agriculture, and grazing?

his lofty perch, seated on a pile of ropes, the super 
looks between the iron beams, down along the ver- 
tical picture screens, and sees the action going on 
below with the privacy of a box holder, though per- 
haps fn a little less enviable situation. 

“Our supers,” explained Mr. Castel-Bert, the 
stage superintendent, “‘ have the satisfaction of be- 
ing participants in the opera and critics both on the 
same night. I have ‘known many of them to be- 
come experts in judging voice quality merely from 
attending during the first season and listening to 
the prima donnas, at such an advantage as few 
have.” 

At the first end of the week the supers all assem- 
ble in the dressing room awaiting the paymaster, 
who arrives to settle the weekly account. They are 
paid at the rate of 50 cents for each performance 
and 25 for each rehearsal. But the fact that they 
are privileged to hear the opera is what attracts 
the fine class of men. 

The dressing room below the stage is given over 
entirely for the use of supers. They must be on 
hand promptly at 7:30, for considerable time is 
taken up in changing costumes. Here the lawyer, 
who a minute before entered with his long over- 
coat and cane, opens his locker, slips on his new 
gown, and ts quickly metamorphosed into a courtier 
with rouged cheeks, a Spanish cavalier, a knight 
in steel armor, an Egyptian slave, a waiter, or a 
pilgrim returned from Rome. 

The first night is a scene of' hilarious laughter. 
The supers are not yet accustomed to their new 
garb and surroundings. - The thing is so novel to 
them that they all crowd around a small mirror 
and struggle to admire themselves in the glass. 
Meanwhile a few supers may be seen sketching some 
of their willing fellow-workers until the bell sum- 
mons them to appear on the stage. 

What a different appearance the stage presents 
from that of rehearsal! Now everything presents a 
picture of activity. Managers give directions; stage- 
hands move to and fro, ballet girls group to the left 
of the stage, the chorus takes its position. The 
lights are turned on, and the machinery of the 
opera is in motion.

The supers await their cue and proudly march 
upon the stage with as much concern as the singer 
at $1,000 a night. Each super throws forward his 
chest and: believes himself to be the cynosure of all 
eyes, as if he, too, were making his début. 

This gives them the opportunity of observing 
the audience from the stage. From this point of 
vantage, when the lights are on, the Opera House 
presents a dazzling and brilliant scene. 

With the exception, perhaps, of ‘“ Lohengrin” 
and ‘“‘ Tannhauser,’”’ Wagner calls for few supers in 
is operas. “ Alas!” said a complaining super who 
took the part of an apprentice in “Die Meister- 
singer,” “if Wagner had only known how anxious 
we were to appear in the Ring he certainly would 
have had compassion and made place for us.” The 
Italian operas like ‘“‘ Carmen,” “ Faust,” and “ Afda”’ 
offer more opportunity for the super. 

There are many interesting anecdotes of the 
opera which seldom reach the public ear. 

In the first act of the opera, Lohengrin drrives 
in a skiff drawn by a magic swan, in response to 
Elsa’s prayer for a champion. Knote, who last 
season took the part of Lohengrin, on the opening 
night was much mortified to find that the ma- 
chinery of the boat failed to work. He was left in 
the middle of the stream with no prospects of land- 
ing. Then the stagehands grew desperate and 
strenuously tugged at the ropes. The boat would not 
budge an inch. At last, by a combined effort, a 
number of stage hands crawled to the boat and 
actually carried it to the shore. 

Though ten bars late, Knote, before he com- 
menced the swan song, found time to whisper in 
German to the herald who stood near, “ That was 
a narrow escape indeed!” 

Pol Plancon, who is taller and more robust than 
any of the other singers, when walking about the 
wings of the stage awaiting his cue, once spied a 
super who was unusually tall. Plancon looked ter- 
rible in the réle of Mephistopheles. Two long feath- 
ers which stuck out of his small cap made him look 
perfectly monstrous in size.

The reports of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce show that in ten years the import 
trade of this port has increased by $146,283,554, 
or 30.4 per cent., and the export trade by $139, 
653,071, or 29 per cent. 

The Greater Pittsburg district is probably the 
largest single manufacturing section of the coun- 
try. The freight tonnage of the district in 1905 
was about 100,000,000 tons, an increase of 135 
per cent. in ten years. 
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The corn crop and steel tonnage, therefore, 
have been more than doubled, and the export 
trade nearly so, in the last decade. Manu- 
factures, the trade of New York, the addition 
of freight cars and locomotives have kept pace 
with the country’s growth, the percentage being 
between 30 and 40 per cent. The addition of 
freight yard facilities is in advance of the aver- 
age and the freight tonnage nearly double the 
average growth. 

In the meantime, the estimates of the rail- 
roads and the contracts already awarded show 
the steps that are being taken to make up the 
shortage. In 1905 the railroads of the United 
States placed orders for about 350,000 freight 
cars, or two years’ work for all the car shops in 
the country. 

The requirements of the Vanderbilt lines 
were outlined last September. It was estimated 
that fully 26,000 new freight cars would be — 
ed, the demand being as large as that of a year 
ago, when 26,000 freight cars were adorei The 
new equipment calls for the expenditure of $30,- 
000,000. Of this, $20,000,000 will spent for 
freight cars. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad ordered 35,000 
freight cars in the last year, at a cost of $50,- 
000,000. 

In the West, all records for money 
for equipments have been broken. Six West- 
ern systems are spending $61,138,000, or an 
average of $10,000,000 each. The Harriman in- 
terests recently contracted for $28,000,000 worth 
of new equipment for the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific systems. The Wabash will 
spend $12,320,000 for new cars and engines, the 
Northern Pacific $7,700,000 for freight cars, the 
Burlington $5,558,000, the orders to be filled 
next year, and the Rock Island $6,000,000. ‘The 
Santa Fe system has placed orders for $8,000,000 
worth of cars and passin ripe

* & Phobias 


CIENCE plays a part in civilization 

which is not thoroughly appreciated. It 

{is to throw the mantle of charity over 

human frailties. So-and-so may be 

called by his unscientific neighbors, in 

the hardness of their hearts, a good- 

for-nothing and a common loafer; but science would 

find him sick with a disease due to a 

specific germ, the laziness microbe. A large part of 

our leisure class is unjustly stigmatized as 

tramps; science finds them to be afflicted with 

ergophobia, (fear of work,) from which follow such 

tendencies as aqua and sapophobia. Is a timid lady 

afraid of thunder and lightning, siderophobia and 

astrophobia are her ailments. Is a man a low-down 

coward, scared of anything and everything; not at 
all—he is simply ill with pantophobia. 

Quite a number of phobias have recently 
added to the nomenclature, upon an assumption of 
modern psychology that both a‘man’s health and 
his conduct are to a large degree dominated by his 
environment. On the whole it is nervous tempera- 
ments that are affected in these ways; nor are the 
conditions serious to any great degree. An “ irrita- 
ble weakness” of the nervous system is generally 
the basis of these phobias; nor are they altogether a 
product of modern life. We should find, in looking 
over the history of such things, that the present-day 
term “ neurasthenia,”’ or nervous exhaustion, has its 
exact analogies in venerable medical literature. 

Neurasthenta, of which phobias are a manifesta- 
tion, is not at all a modern disease. It is as old as 
mankind, so far as we may infer from definite 
knowledge. We often ascribe it to the restless haste, 
the feverish activity, and the excitement peculiar to 
But the race has in reality always suf- 
fered more or less in this way. Oftentimes it is 
hereditary, but generally it is not. A malady which 
plays its part chiefly in tho ideational life of those 
afflicted by it should seem to be greatly influenced 
by the degree of education of its victims, by the 
resulting richness and activity of their ideational 
life. Nevertheless, neurasthenia does not afflict only 
those peculiarly active in a psychic way; it occurs 
quite frequently in the uneducated and the very 
poor. 

The fear of disease (pathophobla) exists in no little 
degree. In most cases it is unfounded. It is often 
entertained by those who ought to know better, 
This writer, when a medical student, listened one 
day to a lecture on heart affections. He pondered 
well upon the symptoms set forth, and the more he 
reflected the more nervous he grew. When he 
could endure the suspense no longer he called upon 
the professor in his office. The latter greeted him 
with a tired smile. The conviction was set forth by 
the student that he had all the heart symptoms that 
had been detailed in the lecture. The professor 
examined him carefully, announced that his heart 
was in reality quite healthy, and dismissed him with 
the assurance that half his class had already visited 
him upon the same business. 

A very unfortunate thing is the phthisiophobia— 
the fear of consumption—so rife nowadays. Those 
who fear this disease in themselves should imme- 
diately have their minds set at rest by a good physi- 
cian. The fear of consumption in others is much too 
often accompanied by rudeness and positive heart- 
lessness, and such an attitude is manifested against 
these pitifully sick people (than whom there are none

This suggestion has been crystallized in the 
plan of J. W. Midgley, an expert in such ques- 
tions for forty years, and the man whom the 
shippers and railroad men both regard as the one 
best able to discuss all matters relating to rail- - 
road traffic. Mr. Midgley believes that the rail- 
roads could form pools for the exchange of cars 
varying peeds of traffic. A 
freight car, he says, has an earning capacity of 
at least $2.12 a day. The borrowers of cars could 
well afford to pay another railroad $1 a day—the 
present rate for cars held by a foreign road—for 
the loan of them. This expert goes a step fur- 
ther. Let thefe be a traffic clearing house, he 
says, and a Commissioner with power to impose,

A move in this direction is suggested by the 
action of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation at their meeting last month. A 
resolution was adopted looking to the creation of 
a Railroad Commissioner for the City of New 
York, an official independent of the State Com- 
mission, who could pass on traffic problems. 

All of these reforms are also reflected in the 
outlines of Federal legislation prepared by Sene- . 
ator Hansbrough of North Dakota, at the sugs 
gestion of President Roosevelt. The legislation, 
which is intended to prevent a recurrence of the 
present car shortage, gives to the Inter-State 
Commission the power to inquire into the equip- 
ment capacity of railways under stress of exe 
traordinary requirements, so as to judge of their 
capacity to move traffic under such conditions, 
and authority to require a holding cars 
in demurrage to unload and reload them within 
twenty-four hours after the cars have been 
placed in the position to be unloaded. The 
proposed law would also make it a misdemeanor 
to compel trainmen to move trains containing -

Clanstrophobia is a manifestation of a directly 
opposite sort; it is the fear of confinement, of closed 
places. Philip Gilbert Hamerton suffered in this 
way, and he is an excellent case in point, because he 
was in all other respects quite normal. He wag the 
author of the very wise and admirable book “ The 
Intellectual Life,”’ and was alse a biographer, novel- 
ist, painter, etcher, essayist, poet, critic, and a “ Sat- 
urday Reviewer.” His parents had been hard-head- 
ed, sensible people, and he was himself a good rider, 
a carpenter, an oarsman, a swimmer who could 
smoke a pipe in the water, and a designer and builder 
of all kinds of lake and river craft. 

The memoir written by his wife—a most excellent 
and devoted lady of French parentage—relates how 
from time to time, especially in railway trains, thig 
melancholy infirmity possessed him. While in a train 
going from Dover to London he closed his eyes so as 
not to see moving objects; he uncovered his head, 
which seemed by the flushed face to be burning; he 
chafed his cold, bloodless hands and shuffled his feet 
to bring back circulation; his eyes had a far-reaching 
look and unusual steelly brilllancy; his expression was 
hard set, rigid, almost defiant, ‘as if ready to over- 
throw any obstacle in his way; and, indeed, it wag 
the case, for, unable to control himself any longer, he 
got up and told me hoarsely that he was going to 
jump out of the train. I took hold of his hands and 
said I would follow, only I entreated him to wait a 
short time, as we were so near the station. I placed 
myself quite close to the door of the railway carriage 
and stood between it and him.” 

Happily a railway station was soon reached, when 
he rushed from the train and into the fields. His 
wife followed him “ like one dazed and almost heart- 
broken.” After half an hour he lessened his pgece, 
turned to her, and said, “I think it is going.” For 
two hours they continued to walk, at the end of 
which “ Gilbert said tenderly, in his usual voice, ‘ You 
must be terribly tired, poor darling.

An enlightened Government draws to herself tl 
best of the world’s gifts. Railroads carry 
light of the West into her interior. The steam 
boat is taking the place of the slow-going junk 
and native barge on her rivers. The new China 
is a land of schools and libraries, of moder 

and busy mines. 

The general disregard of the laws re 
the use of opium had been followed by the spread 
of the opium vice over almost the entire empire. 
The extent to which the opium habit had grown 
was shown in a hook published in Shanghai a few 
years ago. Dr. William Hector Park of the Soo- 


chow hospital compiled the opinions of 100 


physicians and others on the use of the drug and 
published them in this volume. The number of 
known deaths directly caused by opium was com- 
puted in millions. No class was exempt from the 
vice. Many of those in office and high in society, 
said the physicians, existed merely for the in- 
dulgence of the habit, being incapable of any- 
thing else. The opium “sots” comprised from 
20 to 90 per cent. of the population, the esti- 
mates varying according to locality. Whoever 
sought ‘to cure himself of the habit faced 
weeks and months of misery. It was a popular 
belief that if the reformed opium smoker be- 
came ill, death would surely result. The pain in- 
volved in the cure and this belief were said to be 
the reasons most frequently offered for a return 
to opium smoking. 

Every missionary in China was carrying on a 
crusade against opium smoking. The over- 
whelming official and unofficial opinion saw that 
the vice was sapping the strength of the empire. 
The question was; How could the vice be shaken 
off, when its grip on the people and the ordeal 
of the cure were taken into consideration ? 
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Public opinion ceme to the aid of the Govern- 
ment. Chinese students paraded the streets with 
banners denouncing the use of opium. They 
distributed pamphlets caricaturing opium smok- 
ers. The newspapers were unanimous in their 
condemnation of the habit. The use of opium 
was forbidden in the empire’s foreign-paid army. 

Early last August China asked the Govern- 
ment of British India to consent to the annual 
reduction of the importation of opium into China 
in such a way as to end the trading in ten years. 
As an evidence of good faith, it was announced 
that the employment of opium smokers by the 
Imperial Government would be forbidden, and 
that the cultivation of the poppy in China would 
cease in ten years. 

The imperial edict, made public on Sept. 21, 
expressed the determination of the Throne to 
eradicate the evil effects of the widespread use 
of opium, and the Council of State Affairs was 


commanded to draft regulations giving effect to 
the decree and providing for restrictions in the 
cultivation of the poppy. It was also provided 
that negotiations should be opened with the Brit- 
ish, French, Dutch, and Persian Ministers to 
terminate the importation of opium in ten years. 
The importation of morphia and hypodermics 
was prohibited. 

The far-reaching consequences of this decree 
were not fully appreciated until the regulations 
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of the Council of State Affairs were announced 
on Nov. 21. No new ground is to be used for 
growing poppies, and the area of ground now un- 
der cultivation must be diminished by one-tenth 
each year, so that at the end of ten years the 
ultivation of the plant in China and the produc- 
tion of opium, save for purely medicinal pur- 
poses, will cease. Every user of the drug must 
register with the police and state the amount of 
opium he uses. No person can buy opium unless

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he is thus registered, and no additional persons 
will be permitted to register hereafter. 

The regulations for the cure of those addicted 
to the vice apply to several classes. All undsr 
60 years of age must reduce the amount of opium 
consumed 20 per cent. yearly, so that their use of 
it shall cease in five years. They must also pay 
license fees for the privilege of using opium. If 
they have not broxen themselves of the habit in 
ten years they will be publicly disgraced. Gov- 
ernment officials under 60 years of age must give 
up the use of the drug in six months, and the 
soldiers, sailors, teachers, and scholars in three 
months. Anti-opium literature will be distrib- 
uted, the formation of anti-opium societies is be- 
ing encouraged, and medicines will be prepared 
for those who seek to break themselves of the 
habit. 

g the drug must be 
closed within six months. Smoking is prohibited 
in places of public resort. The sale of pipes, 
lamps, and other appliances must cease within a 
year. All shops in which opium is sold must be 
registered, no new ones can be opened, and those 
in existence must show ‘decreased sales each 
year, or they will be closed and their contents 
confiscated. All the shops must cease to exist in 
ten years. 

A large part of the credit for this great re- 
form is given to Wang-Ta-seih, the Chinese Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, a reformer who re- 
cently formulated a Constitution for China. His 
plans for the abolition of the opium vice were 
put into shape by Tang-Shao-yi in Peking, and 
finally, through the influence of Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-kai, were adopted by the Council of State 
Affairs. 


An Editor and an Actor on the Reform of Spoken English 


Henry Mills Alden and Henry 

Miller Talk of the Dangers of 

Aping English Fashions and the 
Need of Careful Enunciation. 


) T is not every one who agrees in the 
| opinions of the reformers of 
spoken English. The discussion 
started in The Sunday Times 
has aroused a wide and growing 
interest in the subject of our daily speech; it is 
erally conceded that some measure of reform 

‘ the latter is a vital necessity; but just what 

standard should be adopted or what direction 
the reform movement should take appear to be 
hat excite considerable controversy. 
are those who fear that an attempt to 
bring about a uniformity of speech would de- 
stroy a certain virile individuality that, they 
say, is distinctly American. Others claim that 
the English standard, if too rigidly followed, is 
apt to degenerate into affectation and pedantry, 
that the American method of speech, de- 
fective and inartistic though it may be, has still 
the merit of voicing something that is National 
and that should not be altogether abandoned 
in the effort to imitate peculiarities existing in 
sr countries. 

“T am in hearty sympathy with any move- 
looking to the reform of our daily speech,” 
Henry Mills Alden, the veteran editor of 

“3 Magazine, to a Times reporter. 

ch forms a-part of our manners, and the 

or woman who enunciates properly is apt 
show a commendable degree of cultivation 

in other respects. But I should strongly con- 
demn any attempt to adopt a foreign method of 
speech. The English woman uses a peculiarity 
of intonation, intensified in her more than in 
an Englishman, that makes her seem almost 
like a foreigner to us. Our American women 
id not try to ape this peculiar English in- 
mation, any more than we should attempt in 
this country to restore the uin honor. A gen- 
eral improvement of our speech as a part of our 
anners is certainly:needed, but this will not 
achieved by the importation of peculiarities 
ch are foreign to us. The intelligent, cul- 
American woman speaks uncommonly 

in my opinion. This I say, not as com- 
paring her with her British sister, whose speech 
is modeled on a different standard, and who, 
therefore, should not be criticised by us in this 
matter. The problem is to speak well as an 
American and not as an imitator of the English. 

“There is a certain class of our people who 

go to England and, perhaps unconsciously, fall 


\ 


into the English peculiarity of intonation in 
their speech. This they retain on their return 
to this country, with the result that to us they 
appear guilty of affectation. Fortunately this 
is rarely the case in men of marked culture and 
individuality. 

“ While, therefore, I would not condemn our 
American intonation quite so sweepingly as do 
some of the critics who have spoken in behalf 
of this reform movement in The Times, I cer- 
tainly recognize a dangerous tendency in our 
speech to-day. It may be that in the genera- 
tion which is coming up there is an unjustifiable 
laxity of manners which is mirrored in a cer- 
tain careless, grotesque way of speaking. Our 
young people are proverbially quick to adopt 
slangy expressions, and their speech is thus cor- 
rupted, not only as to phrase and diction, but 
as to enunciation, in a way that, to say the least, 
appears anything but admirable to their elders. 
That is where the chief danger to our spoken 
English lies, in the carelessness of our young 
people, and that is where an educational move- 
ment may be of great use. 

“ We have provincialisms in speech, of course, 

as, for instance, the Southern and Western 
nethods of speaking, which contrast strongly 
with the Eastern method. These provincialisms 
do not involve anything of what might be set 
down as affectation, and since they are often 
traditional, as in the case of Southern speech, 
they would be difficult to correct—if, indeed, 
one wanted to correct them. It is a curious fact 
also that in a number of instances the same 
provincialisms exist in the South and New Eng- 
land. In both sections you hear ‘daown’ for 
down, ‘caow’ for cow, ‘aout’ for out, to men- 
tion a few examples. From these similarities 
it is reasonable to infer that such apparent pe- 
culiarities are really natural modes of pronun- 
ciation—that is, they have a common origin in 
the spoken English of the period prior to the 
date of the first settlement of the South and 
New England. 

“Changes in the method of speaking come 
gradually as a result of environment, and it is 
undoubtedly true that broader National con- 
tacts will lead to a greater uniformity of speech 
in this country as well as in England. The ten- 
dency to lingual carelessness among our young 
people is a phase of an existing laxity in man- 
ners. Any improvement in the latter, so far 
as it does not involve the inculcation of affec- 
tations, is to be heartily welcomed, and should 
be systematically undertaken by our educational 
institutions.” 

Speaking from the point of view of the stage, 
Henry Miller, who is by birth an Englishman 
and who has acted in this country for the last 


twenty-five years, took issue with a number of 
criticisms made by the advocates of reform in 
spoken English, To a Times reporter Mr. 
Miller said: 


“What we need in this country is to speak 
through the nose. The ‘ Yankee nasal twang’ 
is @ misnomer. The ‘twang,’ giving such a 
disagreeable quality to all utterance, comes from 
a lack of breathing through the nose while 
speaking, hence it is the reverse of nasal. You 
will find this same twang, by the way, in cer- 
tain parts of England, where the enunciation is 
so bad it is difficult at times to understand 
what is said. In this matter of distinctness the 
French method of speech is the most perfect, 
just because it is the most truly nasal. This 
sonorous quality peculiar to the French actor is 
derived, in all probability, from the old days 
when theatrical representations were given in 
the open air and the speaking was done through 
masks. A full vocal power was thus acquired 
which has never been lost, and which marks 
the French method of intonation as being thor- 
oughly admirable and natural. 


“Of course it would be pleasant to have our 
language spoken correctly everywhere. But 


there is a doubt in my mind, if such a universal 
uniformity could be achieved, whether it would 
not be tedious to hear. There is a certain imag- 
ination, for instance, in the intonation of the 
‘tough’ that one would almost regret to lose. 
The: man who employs slang and has certain 
oddities of enunciation sometimes enriches the 
language; but from swelldom we have no en- 
richment. There is no question as to the de- 
plorable inelegance of speech on the part of 
those who are most desirous to be elegant. The 
utterance of the ‘swell,’ for in- 
stance, is the worst form of spoken English to 
the ear. In England the blase set affects a 
sort of listless, fatigued, clipped speech suggest- 
ing a race that is lacking in vitality. When the 
whole muscular system is relaxed it is an effort 
to form a syllable, and the result is weariness 
in the listener as well as in the speaker. The 
French, however, by a more skillful and thor- 
ough use of the muscles connected with vocali- 
zation, convey an impression of agreeable ani- 
mation to their conversation that renders it-un- 
forced and natural. 
“TI should say that the man who takes pains 
with his speech is as praiseworthy as he who 
cares for his linen and is tidy in his dress, 


w Shakespeare Versus Bleibtreau and Tolstoy x 


HE attack led by Prof. Bleibtreu and 
Count Tolstoy on the name and fame of 
Shakespeare, as described recently in 
Tue SUNDAY TIMES, has called out a 
number of champions, both in this 
country and England, who are entering 
the lists in the bard’s defense. 

From Dr. Isaac Hull Platt Tus Times has re- 
ceived a letter affirming that nothing recorded in the 
career of Roger Manners, Earl of Rutland, indicates 
that he had the ability to write the plays of Shake- 
speare, 4s Prof. Bleibtreu says he did. Dr. Platt 
points out also that Rutland was born in 1579, (Prof. 
Dowden says 1576,) only nine years before the first 
public mention of “ Hamlet” was made. He finds, 
however, that “‘ the young nobleman was a particular 
friend of Francis Bacon, and we know that Bacon 
made use of his acquaintance to gather information 
for him. Perhaps we may think, if we are Bacon- 
ians, that this is the source of some of the wonderful 
fund of information with which the plays abound, or 
—perhaps anything.” In reply to the assertion made 
by Brander Matthews, Beerbohm Tree, and others, 
to the effect that only an actor, or one practically 
connected with the stage, could. have written the 
plays of Shakespeare, Dr. Platt quotes Dion Bouci- 
cault as saying that “ Shakespeare was the best of 
dramatists but the worst of playwrights,” and adds 
that no manager ever produces a play of Shake- 
speare’s without first “ adapting” it to the stage. 

Another letter, addressed to THrp Times by Apple- 
ton Morgan, President of the New York Shakespeare 
Society, assails Tolstoy’s critical estimate of the 
Shakespearean drama as follows: 


** My opinion is that it is perfectly natural that a 
revolutionist (or, if you please, a purist) who would 
declare that the highest state of society would be 
realized when “ people will leave the cities and take 
up the only proper, healthy, living and honest work of 
God—the tilling of the soil,” it is perfectly natural 
that the man who would utter that sentence sin- 
cerely should hold just such ideas about Shakespeare 
as Count Tolstoy holds. I should say that whoever 
wrote the volume in question is utterly lacking in 
insight, discrimination, taste, appreciation of litera- 
ture or art, or beauty in any form in which those 


things exist in human life or human affairs. The.~ 


only surprise I am sensible of is that any one, Count 
Tolstoy or anybody else, should be willing to sign his 
name to such a confession.”’ 
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The last word in this controversy has en given 
by Prof. Edward Dowden in a review of Bleibtreu’s 
book, just published in The Standard. As this book, 
“The True Shakespeare,” has not been within reach 
of English readers until now, and as all comment 
upon it has been founded on hearsay reports of its 
contents, the present review becomes, in a Way, 
something of an authoritative statement. 

From his study of this book Prof. Dowden depre- 
cates any serious consideration of the Bleibtreu the- 
ory on the ground that he believes the latter is in- 
tended as a jest, a satire on the many previous ef- 
forts which have been made to attribute the Shake- 
speare plays to some other author than the “low 
comedian’? whose name they bear. In support of 
this belief he points out the numerous historical] tn- 
accuracies occurring in the book, and concludes that 
“it is evident that part of Dr. Bleibtreu’s jest lies in 
affecting complete ignorance of the subject on which 
he writes with so much confidence,”

mem FIALL Poetry forever be a slave to sun- 
sets and roses? and shall Art be merely 
a rendezvous for sickly landscapes and 
insane Itallan Peasantry?” 
This famous dictum of Jeremiah 
Podgetts, the steam fitting manufact- 
_ urer, is blazoned in enduring marble over the door 
of the College for the Cultivation of the Modern 
Poetic and Artistic Spirit, which he founded, and 
which he has ever guided along its upward path with 
unflagging interest and munificence. Begun a decade 
ago, on an humble scale, the college now occupies a 
large and commodious building; its classes are at- 
tended by hundreds of ambitious young people; and 
the promise of its public-spirited founder to supply 
the modern world with poets and artists capable of 
expressing the manifestations of Progress in death- 
less verse and color bids fair to be speedily and tri- 
umphantly fulfilled. 

Pogetts could never see anything in Poetry and 
Art, as the world has always known them. On every 
hand he thrilled to the ceaseless onward march of 
Progress; the rise of skyscrapers; the amalgama- 
tion of vast business interests; the invention of 
armor plate, steam shovels, and safety razors. Yet 
when he turned, for the expression of these world- 
throbbings, to the pages of poetry, what did he find 
there?—childish talk of cows and zephyrs—ill-timed 
glorification of bygone days when knighthood was in 
flower and life insurance was unknown. Tingling in 
every fibre with the joy of Achievement, producing— 
in his factory’s daily output of Podgetts’s Patented 
Steam Fittings—a veritable epic of to-day, he would 
walk, with hungering soul, through the world’s art 
Galleries, only to find a senseless array of meaning- 
less landscapes and carelessly dressed mythological 
personages. 

“This is outrageous,” he said one day to a busi- 
ness friend. “ We must found a new school—a really 
representative school—of Poetry and ‘Art.” 

*T’m with you,” said his friend. 

That friend was none other than Obadiah Noggles, 
the multi-millionaire manufacturer of Noggles’s 
Hooks and Byes.

With the attention to system that characterized 
him in his steam-fitting operations he began by 
sending the following circular broadcast to business 
men all over the United States: 


“ Dear Sir: Have you a child in your home who fre- 
quents the banks of brooks, feels misunderstood, and 
has to be asked twice whether it wants a second 
helping of pie? If you have, that child is an embryo 
poet or painter. Don’t try to make anything else 
out of it. That is an impossibility. Send it to the 
College for the Cultivation of the Modern Poetic and 
Artistic Spirit. 

“There its dreamy thoughts will be gently but 
firmly deflected from the coniemplation of played- 
out Nature and the effete colors of the rose to the 
hum of modern business life, to the music of the 
typewriter and the ticker, to the varied harmonies of 
machinery. Thus, without any violence to its poetic 
soul, your child will become a cogwheel in the ever- 
revolving mechanism of the Present, instead of a bar- 
nacle that can’t be pried away from the wreck of the 
Past. Send for our illustrated prospectus; mailed 
postpaid to any address.” 

As a result of this circular hundreds of moony 
and languishing young ladies and gentlemen, who 
were beginning to catch colds at sunrise and neglect 
their hair, were shipped away to the college. There 
: they were put through the now celebrated course of 
study and training—a course carefully thought out in 
every detail, admirable in its scientific completeness 
and astounding in its revolutionary effects. 

First of all, by gradual steps, all pupils are shown 
that Poetry and Art, since the earliest times, have 
been on the wrong tack. The absolute futility of 
Nature is brought home to their budding perceptions. 
The economic uselessness of the thrush, the nightin- 
gale, and other woodland has-beens is made clearly 
evident to their sensitive minds. Whole-souled pro- 
fessors point the finger of scorn at the garish hues of 
the sunset. The sea is presented to them from new 
and startling points of view—as a barrier to com- 
merce, a stormy and unprincipled brawler, a stu- 
pendous failure for drinking purposes, 

After a couple of years of this the majority of 
gcholars.are ready to go after nightingales with air- 
guns and kick babbling brooks into the middle of 
next week.

Well, the group by my pupil represents a 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the Mankahoota 
Valley Railroad. The artist has retained all the 
creditable characteristics of Rembrandt and has dis-

carded every one of his defects. It is a masterpiece, 
Sir, a masterpiece! ” 

And his eyes light-up with artistic pride as he 
speaks. To give the visitor an idea of the usual 
subjects treated by his pupils a list somewhat like 
this will be shown to him: 


‘“‘Dusk in Chicago—Packing the Last Ham.” 

“The Buffet Car—a Study.” 

*“ Scenes of Still Life—the Cash Register.” 

“Seenes of Still Life—Canned Soup, Breakfast 
Food, and Stewed Prunes.” 

‘* Sunset in the Subway.” 

“‘Magnate in Reverie,” (second prize.) 

If the visitor shows real interest, the affable pro- 
fessor will point out the beauties of that delicate 
study, “A New Departure in Bar Fixtures,” which 
hangs in his classroom. 

I consider the treatment of the spigots unsur-

In the Poetry Department embryo poets sit sur- 
rounded by engravings of skyscrapers, boiler rooms, 
roundhouses, and Stock Exchanges.

This Golden age, where people dream 

Of stocks, machinery, and steam, 
as one of the leading graduates of the college so 
beautifully said. 

On the wall of the main classroom hangs the re<- 
nowned “ Modern Prayer,” by the same author, be- 
ginning: 

When on the Road of Life I die, 

With strength o’ertaxed and sapp’d endurance, 

Watch o’er my wife and my small fry— 

Oh, Life Insurance! 

A recent visitor to the college gives a most inter- 
esting account of an occurrence which he witnessed 
there, which now happens with remarkable fre- 
quency, showing that the New Poetry is even now a 
thing to be reckoned with. While the visitor was in 
one of the classrooms, listening to a lecture on “ The 
Treatment of Financial Panics in Epic Form,” a wild- 
eyed pupil suddenly burst into the room. 

“An inspiration!’’ he roared. 

At once a great gong was rung. Pupils and pro- 
fessorg rushed to the classroom from all parts of the 
college building. Half faint with emotion the inspired 
poet was dragged to the platform. 

“What is it?” all cried tensely, 

“A sonnet! ”’ 

“To what? To what?” sounded from all over the 
room. 

And the Inspired one, gazing at the ceiling, ran 
his fingers through his hair, and recited this: 


SONNET TO MODERN INDUSTRY. 
Move on, thou Conqueror of Nature’s shams, 
Who drivest steamers grand o’er ugly seas, 
Who makest parlor furniture from trees, 
And stylish overcoats from stupid lambs;

)ELDOM has it been the good fortune of 

}) an audience-loving theatrical troupe to 

witness a more delightful and edifying 
entertainment than that presented by 

the beauty and chivalry of this great 

city gathered in the Gotham Theatre at 

the initial performance of “‘ The Duties of Life.” To 
be sure the glare of the footlights and the Hmitations 
of a peephole in the curtain prevented as compre- 


commentaries, to the 
manifest delight of his fellow-performers in the body 
of the house no less than to us whole privilege it was 
to occupy favored positions in the stage. 

Interest naturally centred in the much-adver- 
tised Futile-Fussenuff box party, nor was expecta- 
tion disappointed. Never have even the pier glasses 
of the Gotham reflected more elaborate costumes, 
nor have the gilded cornices of that great playhouse 
ever echoed sprightlier sallies of wit or dialogue of 
more incessant brilllancy. It is true that Miss Frisky 
Tatler hardly did justice to the great conversational 
opportunities afforded by the Van Billikins scandal, 
and she fell somewhat short of her standard in her 
treatment of the Barely-Propah elopement; but in 
the dramatic intensity of her description of the gowns 
worn at the Gilderdoss Ball she attained an exalted 
height that marked her performance as the artistic 
triumph of a brilliant career. 

The shedding of several real tears by Miss Sadie 
Mourner, the nasal obbligato of Mr. Dopey Snorer, 
and a‘vocal solo by an unidentified infant in the 
second balcony were among the innumerable minor 
touches that added so greatly to the success of the 
evening. 

One more suggestion to the management: The 
Grand March of the gentlemen of the audience at the 
end of the second act, effective as it is, might be 
improved by a little assistance from the orchestra. 
The graceful progress between the rows of seats, 
with its “ Step-slide, step-slide, step-slide’’ move- 
ment, should be cadenced to a simple, pleasing air, 
say, “Down, Down, Down Where the Wurzburger 
Flows,” while the triumphal progress en masse along 
the central aisle toward the lobby might be appro- 
priately performed to the strains of some such old 
favorite as ‘‘ Give Us a Drink, Bartender! "”

Plan for Greater Berlin, 


S is not generally known, 
Berlin consists of a num- 
ber of independent mu- 
nicipalities. According to 
a memorial recently pre- 
sented by Chief Burgo- 

master Kirschner to the Prussian 

Minister of the Interior, he favors the 

formation of a greater city. Herr 

Kirschner gives many excellent rea- 

sons why such a change is necessary. 

In the first place, almost two-thirds 


of the streets of Berlin proper continue 


in the other suburbs; 8,000 city officials 
live in other places, and the other 
hand, thousands of children come to the 
city to attend school. Moreover, owing 
to the existence of so many independent

EMANCIPATION DAY SERVICES. 


Negroes Here Urged to Give Thanks 
for Their Freedom. 


In a proclamation read yesterday from 
the pulpits of the Afro-American churches 
in this city, and issued under the auspices 
of the Afro-American Council, of which 
Bishop Alexander Walters is President, 
negroes are urged to assemble to-morrow 
in their churches to observe the forty- 
third anniversary of the issuance of the 
emancipation proclamation. The procla- 
mation says that the day should be more 
‘generally observed than hitherto. 

“It is right and proper,’’ according to 
the proclamaticn, “‘that we should lay 
aside the ordinary duties of life and don 
our best clothes, congregate in our 
churches and halls, and show to the world | 
our appreciation of the greatest boon 
which has been vouchsafed to us as @ 
race—our freedom. When we do so we 
but follow in the wake of the patriotic 
and aggressive people of all nations. 

“Should the Afro-Americans fail to 
essemble on the birthday of their freedom 
and with proper exercises commemorate 
the issuance of their Magna Charta, they 
would show themselves lacking in appre- 
ciation of the great gift. 

‘““We should proclaim to the world our 


educational progress, tell of how we have 
|eliminated more than 50 per cent. of our} 
illiteracy, and we should cry aloud against 
the injustices which are being perpetrated 
against us by the enactment of ‘Jim 
Crow’ cars and disfranchisement laws on 
the part of the South. We should let the;

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YACHT SCANTLINGS FIXED. 


International Committee Abroad 
Adopts Tables for Construction. 


In connection with the movement begun by 
the New York Yacht Club to establish scant- 
ling restrictions to be added to the universal 
rule of measurement for the future government 
of racing yachts in rating, and the investiga- 
tions now being conducted by the committee 
appointed by the club, alded by technical in- 

| formation furnished by expert naval architects 
and yacht designers, it is interesting to learn 
| that the similar research undertaken abroad 
{at the instance of the international yacht con- 
ference has been completed and the report ts 
now in the hands of the Permanent Committee 
of Referees awaiting formal approval before 
adoption. 

The scantling tables have been prepared by 
Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, the Germanischer 
QMoyd and the Bureau Veritas, assisted by 
prominent designers, notadly William Fife, 
Alfred Mylne, and Messrs. Nicholson and 
Soper. They are complete, and afford a mass 
of restrictions to obtain in the construction

Beyond doubt similar though probably not 
identical restrictions will be recommended to 
the consideration of American yachtsmen. *

the object of increasing the weight of ballast 
and sail-carrying power, and thereby gain an 
advgentage over his competitors. With a view 
to covering as wide a range as possible, pro- 
vision has been made for practically every 
recognized system of construction, with com- 
and materials. 

‘‘ Tables are given showing the requirements 
for yachts constructed with bent wood frames 
only with ‘grown’ frames only; also for 
combinations of ‘grown’ frames, with either 
one or two intermediate bent wood frames, and 
for steel frames with intermediate bent wood 
frames. These are in addition to the require- 
ments for steel and composite yachts where the 
framing is entirely of steel.

The large hall has been patterned in| 
the style of a famous French chateau, and it 
will be approached by a wide staircase from 
the lobby at the entrance on the ground floor. 
On one side of the lobby will be the office 
of the Garage Superintendent, and In che rear 
a comfortable reception room has been pro- 
vided for women. 

In determining to run {ts own garage under 
different conditions than usually 
the majority of public garages in 
the club has attracted wide atten- 
what, as is regarded by many, is a 
bold plan. The club garage will be one of the 
largest in the world, having accommodations 
for the storage of 300 cars, one storage room 
being provided on the ground near the chauf- 
feurs’ entrance, near the Eighth Avenue end 
of the building, while the entire fourth and 
fifth floors will form additional garage de- 
partments In many respects the equipment 
is superior to that of any garage in the world. 
About five cars can be stored on the 
ground-floor room. Here there will be seven 
stands for washing and cleaning the ma- 
chines, while two enormous turntables are 
provided for running the cars upon the big 
elevators of four tons’ capacity each. The 
heaviest cars can thus be taken to the upper 
floors without difficulty. The two upper 
garage floors will be provided with movable 
partitions forming, if required, special private 
garages in which the cars of members may be 
securely locked. 

The top floor, which will be entirely inclosed 
by glass, will contain the big repair shop and 
machine rooms. Facilities are provided for 
mechanical work by members who wish 
to tinker on thelr own machines or study dif- 
ferent problems of motor construction. This 
oom will be equipped with machines for test- 
ing the gravity of gasoline, the utility of dif- 
ferent oils, and a dyamometer, by which the 
exact horse power and full consumption of any 
car may be accurately determined. In the 
basement will be the large generating plant 
run by steam turbines, and accidenta] break- 
downs have been guarded against by the in- 
stallation of a storage battery. No gas will 
be used ir the building. Everything will be 
lighted and run by electricity. The gasoline 
tanks are solidly inclosed in a subterranean 
vault in the yard far beneath the basement. 
Feed pipes lead to the curbstone line on the 
street, so when the tanks are being refilled 
the will rot obstruct the sidewalk. The 
convenience and ccmfort of the chauffeure 
have not been forgotten. Special rooms have 
been set apart for American and foreign chauf- 
feurs, and they will be conveniently fitted up 
and supplied with various games

Many members of the 
profession realize that it is no longer 
well, if it ever was, to make a mystery 
out of medicine, and we cannot for the 
life of us see why it is so much worse to 
give a sufferer from cancer a little hope, 
even though it be not yet fully warranted, 
than it is to keep him in a despair deeper 
than is necessary. 

Dr. MORTON, we hear, has once before 
claimed a success as achieved—it rciated 
to the sensitizing of tissues for X-ray 
treatment—that afterward eluded his 
grasp. Perhaps. The fact does not doom 
him to endless failure. Another Morton 
was slightly overenthusiastic as tq the 
harmlessness and efficiency of a certain 
anaesthetic, but it turned out to be a 
pretty good thing, nevertheless.

SUNDAY THEATRES. 
A Plea for a Day of Rest for Actors 


and Actresses. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was very much pleased to see in your 
issue of to-day a letter from an actor on 
Sunday shows. We have had a great deal 
of talk on the Sabbatarian question and 
the work of ministers in closing the Sun- 
day theatres. Two important points were 
forgotten by all your correspondents. 
First, the law of the State of New York, 
and reiterated miore strongly in the char- 
ter, states exactly what may not be done 
in a theatre on a Sunday. ‘This law is 
flauntingly broken by all managers of the 
so-called Sunday sacred concerts in the 
vaudeville houses. Shows are ‘given in 
the respectable theatres on Sundays which 
would not be tolerated in the week in 
these houses. The injury to the observ- 
ance of law in the State of New York by 
these constant and open breaches have a 
most demoralizing effect on the commu- 
nity at large. As is often remarked, if 
the Sunday theatre law can be broken in 
the way it is, what does all the law 
amount to? If this law is wrong, it is 
perfectly open to the citizens of New 
York to appeal to the Legislature to 
change the law. And then the question 
will be settled once for all on the question 
of Sunday shows. I am convinced that 
the only performances allowed on Sunday 
night are vocal and instrumental music, 
which are uplifting to the people, and are 
evidently left out by the State law and 
the charter. 

The point that the Actors’ Church Alli- 
ance stands for is not the religious ob- 
servance of Sunday, (however much many 
of us are in accord with that view.) But 
the whole question is one of labor. Men 
and women are forced by their contracts 
to play seven days a week in New York 
and elsewhere with constant rehearsals, 
and if actors or actresses object to per- 
forming on Sunday (for which they get 
no additional pay on contracts) they are 
at once blackballed and can find no em- 
ployment in stock companies in this coun- 
try. 

If you were to be in the office of this 
alliance you would hear the earnest pleas 
from actors and actresses from all parts 
of the country that something be done to 
stop Sunday shows. They feel as long as 
New York has its houses open there is no 
hope for the theatres in the West. Only 
last week a very prominent actress came 
to me and asked: ‘Is there nothing being 
done to save us from performing twice a 
day for seven days with rehearsals? We 
come back crushed and worn out.” 

Sometimes the plea :s raised that the 
werkingman has no other day to go to 
the theatre. This is certainly not the 
case. And the whole moral sense of the 
workingman should be raised in protest 
against such labor conditions when it is 
remembered that he is standing out all 
over the country for an eight-hour day. 
Surely he does not wish to make others 
work in this way. 

The large body of the profession are ut- 
terly opposed to Sunday shows, as was 
shown in the letters the other day from 
Mr. Charles Frohman and Mr. Al Hay- 
man, who both stated that they would 
never consent to Sunday performances in 
their houses, as they believed the actor 
and actress were entitled to their day of 
rest as well as all other people. I grant 
there are a certain number of people in 
the profession who are out of employ- 
ment who will accept a Sunday evening 
engagement for the sake of the two or 
three dollars, but these are the exception 
and not the rule. 

Therefore I would appeal to you, Sir, to 
protect a large body of men and women 
who are utterly unable to prcetect them- 
selves in the matter.
